Ideal  for  mortgage  ap¬ 
praisal  pictures.  Helps  avoid  the  usual  delay 
in  getting  decisions.  Data  written  on  the 
back  of  the  print  prevents  mixups. 


30.  Selling  .  .  .  When  you  can’t  get  your 
sample  and  your  prospect  together,  snap  a 
Polaroid  picture  and  mail  it.  You  can  do  it 
that  day  .  .  .  and  it's  worth  a  thousand  words. 


31.  Reports  .  ..  Polaroid  pictures  show  to¬ 
day  how  things  looked  today  —  what  the  new 
signs  look  like,  how  the  repair  was  made,  how 
the  shipment  is  being  packed,  how  big  the 
crowd  was,  how  the  unit  was  installed,  how 
the  model  is  being  revised.
